CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the senate, on the 6th, Mr. Wolcott's anti- 
administration speech on tho silver question 
cccupied most of the session. The provision in 
the Indian bill to authorize the president to de- 
tail army officers as Indian agents was retained 
by a vote of 28 to 5,and the bill was finally 
passed...... In the house, nm committee of the 
whole, an amicable arrangement was reached 
as to Jimiting debate on the first section of the 
free-wool bill; and the entire session was de- 
voted to the discussion of the measure under 
the five-minute rule, when the committee arose 
and reported the bill to the house. 

In the senate, on the 7th, the entire day was 
devoted to the District of Columbia appropria- 
tion bill. It was only partially completed atad- 
journment, and a hot debate was in progress on 
the proposition to appropriate $100,000 to defray 
the expenses of the visit of the grand army en- 
campment at Washington ..... In the house Mr. 
Wilson, of West Virginia, closed the debate on 
the free-wool bill with a masterly speech, and 
the bill was then passed, without amendment. 
by a vote of 192 to &. The cotton-tie bill was 
taken up, Mr. E. B. and J. D. Taylor: (rep., 6.) 
speaking against and Mr. Lane (dem., Ind.) in 
favor of the measure. 

In the senate, on the &th, the District of Co- 
lumbia appropriation bill, including an appro- 
priation of $100,000 for sustenance and quarters 
forthe grand army encampment (which was 
adopted by a vote of 41 to 10), was passed...... 
In the house the generai debate, in committee 
of the whole, on the cotton-tie bill was con- 
ciuded, and the measure was reported to the 
house. 

THE senate was not in session on the 9th...... 
In the house the general debats on the cotton- 
tie bill was closed by Mr. Turner, of Georgia. 
Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, spoke m opposi- 
tion thereto. The bill was then passed by a vote 
of 167 to 46, three democrats—English, of New 
Jersey; Coburn, of Wisconsin, and O'Neill, of 
Missouri, voting against it. Before adjourn- 
ment eulogies were delivered upon Hon. H. M. 
Ford, of Michigan. 

In the senate, on the llth, Mr. Stewart intro- 
duced some resolutions obviously designed to 
get at the facts upon which Mr. Sherman based 
his recent statement tbat silver certificates were 
not issued dollar for dollar for silver dollars but 
that there was a dollar's value in gold behind 
every dollar of silver certificates issued. A me- 
moria] was received from ex-Senator Blair ask- 
ing an investigation of his rejection as minister 
to China. All tho rest of the business was done 
in secret session...... In the house bills were 
passed to make West Point, Va., a sub-port of 
entry and delivery, and to repeal the act au- 
thorizing the secretary of war to lease the pier 
at the entrance to the Chicagoriver. Four Dis- 
trict of Columbia biils were passe 1. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

Hon. MILton KELLY.who was appoint- 
ed associate justice of the Idaho supreme 
court in 1865, died at Boise City on the 
10th. The signing of his appointment 
was the last official act of President Lin- 
coln. Judge Ketly was born in New 
York in 1818, went to California in 1861 
and to Boise City in 1862. 

On the 11th Judge John K. Porter, 
aged 73 years, died at Waterford, N. Y. 
Iie was a judge of the court of appeals 
twenty years ago, and a member of the 
New York constitutional convention in 
1846. He was counsel for Henry Ward 
Leecher in the Tilton-Beecher case, and 
also counsel for the government in the 
Guiteau case. 

THE Memorial Diplomatique of Paris 

says the British government is ready to 
co-operate with other powers in a con- 
ference to agree upon international ac- 
tion against anarchists. 

CHIEF JUSTICE FULLER announced in 
the United States supreme court, on the 
lith, that the court would take a recess 
from Monday, May 2, to Monday, May 
16. 

A LEADING Roumanian newspaper re- 
news the rumor that King Charles of 
Roumania, is about to abdicate in favor 
of Prince Ferdinand, the heir to the 
throne. The report is believed to ema- 
nate from Russian sources. 

On the evening of the 30th the New 
York Lotus club, of which Hon. White- 
law Reid was president for fourteen 
years, will entertain him at a dinner. 
It is expected that the celebration will 
be one of the most interesting in the 
history of the club. 

On the 11th a meeting of the Ironand 
Steel-sheet Manufacturers’ association 
was held in Pittsburgh, Pa.. at which 
a letter from Consul John Jarrett was 
read announcing his acceptance of the 
position of agent of the association ata 
guaranteed salary of $4,000 per annum. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

At Hamburg, on the 7th, while the 
bark Erato, from London, was being 
towed into the harbor, she met with an 
accident and capsized. Fifteen of her 
men who were below decks were una- 
ble to extricate themselves and were 
drowned. 

On the 7th Carl August Sampson, the 
American strong man.was found guilty 
in London of stealing diamonds valued 
at £800, the property of Mrs. Margaret 
Bernstein, and was sentenced to one 
year at hard labor. 

MICHAEL CuRRY, a rich contractor of 
Pittston, Pa... committed suicide, on the 
Tth, by blowing himself to pieces with 
dynamite. The deed was committed in 
a strip of woods a short distance from 
his home. Curry stood on stump of a 
tree, placed dynamite, under himself 
and then ignited it. An arm anda leg 
were found in the tree tops. 

DANIEL McDANIELS, a widower 40 
years old, at Hanging Rock, O., on the 
7th, proposed to Minnie Hayes, aged 18, 
and she refused him. He exclaimed: 
“Die, then!” and struck her twice with 
a hatchet, crushing her skull. He next 
eut his own throat with a razor. He is 
in jail at Ironton.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

LATE reports from eastern Montana 
ranges are decidedly discouraging. The 
storms which have prevailed recently 
have been disastrous to the cows and 
young calves, especially where they 
were in poor flesh previous to calving. 
Woolgrowers are more fortunate than 
the cattlemen, as there is plenty of 
hay generally, and they have been able 
to keep their flocks sheltered. 

THE steamship Phidias, from Santos, 
arrived at New York, on the 10th, short 
seven in her crew. While lying at 
Santos yellow fever broke out on board 
and three of her crew were sent on 
shore and left. On their trip to New 
York Ross Larson, Nicholas Woolen and 
Patrick McCloskey, all members of the 
crew, died of the fever. 

Tue famous Salton lake of southern 
California, which was reported drying 
up, has not decreased to an area of less 
than 145 square miles since its formation 
last year. Early freshet in the Colo- 
rado and Gila rivers are causing the 
waters of this lake to rise again, 
although reports to the contrary — 
been freely circulated. 

On the 11th the police of Buffalo, N. 
Y., raided all the pool rooms in that 
city, placing under arrest the proprie- 
tors, employes and frequenters of the 
rooms. 

EXAMINATION of the allotment plans 
in the Cheyenne and Arapahoe country 
shows that the Indians have taken all 
of the land in acontinuous body on both 
sides of the principal streams, shutting 
the whites out from the bottom jJands 
and water supply entirely.

Tur extra session of the Texas Legis- 
lature adjourned on the 12th without 
making a congressional apportionment, 
and two Congressmen will have to be 
elected this year from the State at 
large. 

StTockMEN along the Cheyenne River, 
in South Dakota, have inaugurated a 
war for the extermination of wolves that 
are killing large numbers of calves and 
colts. Ten Russian wolf hounds have 
been taken there from Tennessee to be 
used in the hunt. 

From east, west, north and south white 
topped wagons are creaking along the 
dusty roads headed for the new slice of 
the promised lands—the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoo reservations, which will ina 
few days be thrown open to the pale 
face. 

Mrs. SARAH ANN SHOEMAKER, aged 
71, is suing for a divorce. Her husband 
is 80 years of age and a proniinent min- 
ster of Rome, W. Va. She charges 
cruelty and neglect and itis said that 
another woman has infatuated her hus- 
band. Mr. and Mrs. Shoemaker have 
lived together for 50 years and are great- 
grand parents.

d Casualty in Boston Harbor—A Szil 
| Boat with Eleven Persons on Board 
~ Capsized by a Squall and All but Two 
* Drowned—The Victims an Instructor and 
\ Pupils of the Boston Farm School at 
_ Thompson's Island. 

Boston, April 12.—Sunday evening an 
nstructor and ten boys connected with 
the Boston farm school at Thompson's 
island were capsized in a sail-boat, and 
the instructor and eight of the boys 
were drowned. The victims were: 

A. F. Nordberg, instructor; 
about 40. 

Frank F. Hitcheock, aged 19. 

Homer F. Thatcher, aged 17. 

Geo. F. Ellis, aged 16. 

Thos. Phillips, aged 16. 

Wm. W. Curran, aged 17. 

Chas. H? Graves, aged 17. 

Harry E. Loud, aged 16. 

Adelbert H. Packard, aged 16. 

Those rescued were: C. W. Clements, 
‘aged 17; Chas. A. Lamb, aged 16. 

’ The instructor had been to the city 
‘during the day to attend church, and 
the boys, constituting a regular crew 
of the school, left the island at 6:30 to 
sail to City Point to convey the in- 
structor to the island. The trip is con- 
sidered perfectly safe, having been

made for years without accident. The 
trip was made, and soon after 7 p. m. 
the boat started on the return. Ata 


point between Spectacle island and 
Thompson's island the boat was 
struck by a squall and capsized. 
The eleven occupants were thown 
into the ice-cold water, but = sue- 
ceeded in securing positions where 
they could cling to the overturned craft. 
At one time a tug was scen in the dis- 
tance, and they shouted with all their 
remaining strength, but could not at- 
tract attention. The night was cold, 
and the shore and w hary. es were aban- 
doned. .When the time for the boat to 
feturn to the island had passed the su- 
perintendent of the school, Charles H. 
Bradley, went to the beach to scan the 
waters toward City Point to see if the 
boys were approaching. There was a 
fire on a neighboring island, and he got 
in the range of the fire light in the hope 
that it would aid his vision, but he saw 
nothing. 

The survivors say that they saw his 
form patrolling the beach and felt that 
rescue would come, but it did not. Fi- 
nally the chill of the water and the ex- 
ertion necessary to keep their heads 
above the surface overcame the un- 
fortunates, and one by one they were 
compeled to release their hold. The in- 
structor was the first to go. Each of- 
fered a prayer or a word of farewell 


to the others as he gave up his 
hold on life. Some of them = en- 


dured the unequal contest for near- 
ly four hours, and it was 11 o’clock 
when the boat, with the two survivors 
still clinging to it but exhausted. drifted 
in shore. They were immediately cared 
for and are recovering from the exhaus- 
tion of their experience. Superintend- 
ent Bradley came to the city and noti- 
fied the police and officers of the Boston 
farm school of the disaster, and engaged 
divers to search for the bodies. 

This is the only drowning accident 
that has happened to the school since 
1842. 





DAYLIGHT ROBBERS. 


Desperate Attempt by Four Negroes to 
Rob a Train on the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Road at Wilhite, Ala.—One of Them 
Killed and the Others Arrested After a 
Sharp Fight with the Train Hands. 
BirminGuam, Ala., April 11.—A des- 

perate encounter occurred yesterday 

near Falkwith. Morgan county, be- 

tween four black train robbers and a 

posse of officers. Tom Wright, one of 

the robbers, was killed. Tom Head 

Tem Randall and Henry Williams, the 

others, were arrested and put in jail. 

When freight train No. 72 on the 
Louisville & Nashville railroad reached 
Wilhite this morning four negroes at- 
tempted, in broad daylight, to break 
open a sealed freight car. When Con- 
ductor Martin and his brakemen inter- 
fered the negroes drew pistols and de- 
fied arrest. Just then the trained 
pulled out. The trainmen jumped 
aboard, the robbers shooting at them. 

At Falkwith the officers were noti- 
fied, and a posse of officers and section 
men started in search of the robbers, 
who were met near town. The negroes 
refused to surrender and drew pistols. 
A fight followed, both sides firing sev- 
eral shots. One of the robbers, Tom 
Wright, was killed. Tom Randall, an- 
other, was captured at once. The other 
two fled. 

Conductor Rudder of a construction 
train boarded his engine and pursucd 
them, capturing Tom Head, after a des- 
perate resistance, on Sand mountain. 

Henry Williams, the fourth man, was 
caught at Laconte. He made a confes- 
sion, in which he said that the gang 
were the same ones who on the night of 
March 30 held up and robbed the Georgia 
Pacific mail train at Weems, seven 
miles east of here. He also said they 
were the parties who attempted to 
wreck and rob the Louisville & Nash- 
ville train near Boyles recently and 
shot at the flagman. They resided here 
and are desperate characters. 

This is the first instance known of 
negroes who were full-fledged train 
rebbers. Their captors will get the 
£5,000 offered by the governor for their 
arrest.

FIFTY LIVES LOST. 





Appalling Loss of Life and Property in 
Mississippt—Horror and Worror Re- 
ported from Lowndes and Clay Counties 
CotumbBus, Miss., April 10.—The last 
wWew days have been the most distressing 

this section has ever experienced. 
Wednesday morning the Tombigbeo 
river, already full, began rising rapidly. 
By Thursday morning sll the lowlands 
were submerged, the river having risen 
fourteen feet that night. It continued 
to rise all that day, and by Friday morn- 
ing it was seven feet hizher than was 
ever known before. Black and Luxa- 
palila creeks joined their waters with 
the Bigbee, and Columbus was then 
literally an island with five miles of 
water in every direction. ‘There has 
been great loss of life, and an immense 
amount cf property destroyed. Four- 
teen negroes were drowned within a few 
miles of this place. A low estimate 
puts the loss at fifty in this connty. Up 
to this time no whites have been re- 
ported drowned. 

The flood has carried destruction in 
all directions. Iiundreds of homes have 
been swept away, miles and miles of 
fences destroyed, and the loss of mules 
and cattle is fearful. 

The river and creeks rose so rapidly 
that a great number of people were 
aroused from tieir slumber by the rush 
of water through their houses, and of 
course could savo nothing of their 
household effects. 

As soon as the extent of the flood was 
known the city government bad a great 
number of boats made, and rescuing 
partics bogan their labors of mercy. 
Jiundreds were saved and brought to 
tho city, and are now being cared for by 
the cilizens. 

There are no less than 640 homeless 
negroes here now being sheltered and 
fed by the city and county jointly. The 
loss has been so great, and the want so 
extended, that the mayor of the city 
and the president of the board of super- 
visors have telegraphed Hon. John Al- 
len, Congressman from this district, 
asking him to appeal to tho Federal 
government for aid. 

Great damage has been done the road 
beds and trestling of the Mobile & Obio 
and Georgia Facific roads. The latter 
road has five milesof track washed away 
between here and Waverly, and there 
are several washouts on the Mobile & 
Ohio between here and Artesia. This 
road has run no trains here since Wed- 
nesday. For two days the Georgia Pa- 
cific did nothing, but it got a train 
through from Birmingham yesterday. 

Several of the rescuing parties had a 
narrow escape. Col. William Baldwin, 
a prominent attorney of this city, and 
Mr. Wiliiam Johnson wero out early 
and continued their good work all day, 
and in their cagerness to save they 
over-loaded their boat. After going a 
short distance their boat was caught in 
a swift current and overturned and three 
occupants were drowned. Messrs. Bald- 
win and Jobnson and fourof the negroes 
succeeded in reaching trees and were 
rescued at midnight, after being in 
their perilous positions for six hours. 

Later information will doubtless show 
greater loss of life and property all 
along the banks of the Bigbee. 

The waters have receded six feet, 
having fallen since yesterday morning. 





Wesr Potnt, Miss., April 10.—-Flocd 
disasters multiply as news budgets gut 
in by skiff from various sections of the 
county. Mr. George Grimes, a large 
farmer near this city, who has lived fer 
fifty years at his present place of rest 
dence without ever suffering from over- 


rapidly rising in the rooms of the lower 
story of his house. The family im- 
mediately took refuge in the upper 
story, and rescuers who went the next 
day to transfer them to a place of safety 
rowed their boats back and _ forth 
-through the halls of the house. The 
negroes on the plantation say that they 
went to sleep in total ignorance of the 
danger, and so quietly did the water 
enter that they stepped out of bed in 
the morning to find it several inches 
deep. ‘They betook themselves to trees, 
and ina little while the water stvod 
above their cabins. A family by the 
name of Cook, who lived on the banks 
of the Tombigbee near here, is missing 
and neither human, beast or house is to 
be found where they formerly resided. 
It is supposed they were washed away 
during the night. Every bridge in the 
county is gone and therailroads washed 
up, so it is impossible to know yet the 
full extent of the damage done; but the 
accounts already in place it far be- 
yond anything ever known in this 
county. The banks of creeks are lined 
with dead cows and horses, and the crops 
are completely ruined. West Point has 
been a veritable island for several days.

Memphis Bridge Opening. 

May 12 has at length been announced
